demanded by the bill, no principle being involved from the 
moment that the two Houses had decided that the connection 
of the Church with the State must end as soon as the ending 
could be conveniently made. The non-exclusion of the 
prelates who at present sit in the House of Lords was a 
tribute of courtesy which could hardly be expected to be 
withheld by those among whom the hicrarchs in question dis- 
tinguish themselves, and it would hardly have been possible, 
in one sense, that an assembly that had been delighted with 
the eloquence of certain speakers should at once proceed to 
turn them out of the House. We own, however, to the force 
of the argument that the Parliamentary presence of a peer of 
a Church that does not exist is a species of anomaly, and it 
will require ingenuity to prove that the episcopal barony is a 
life-peerage in the sense necessary to establish the possibility 
of holding the seat. But this, again, is not a matter on which 


such bodics as the two Houses can come into serious collision. 
| The next alterations were more real. The first remarkable 
one was the carrying an amendment for giving all the glebe- 
; houses to the Church free of charge, and this can be defended 
only, not completely, on the ground that its being no attempt 
at a re-establishment of a favoured Church was shown by the 


| grant of homes to the ministers of Presbyterianism and Roman 











Catholicism. It was felt that this second proposal, made by 
the Duke of Cleveland, was a wise anda just one, and the 
regret was proportionate when this clause was rejected, 
through what we must consider mismanagement in tactics. But 
those who have read the debates will, without disrespect to 
the majority which refused the clause, be ready to admit that 
the best men in the Lords, men of all parties, supported the 
second proposal; and an examination of the division-lists will 
show that, deducting those who were bound to oppose the 
plan, the doctrine of natural selection was abundantly illus- 
trated by the names of those who failed to obtain this act of 
justice. To the others we may say, “This was looked for at 
your hand, and this was baulked.’’ We are unable to see upon 
what grounds Mr. Gladstone can be even asked to assent to 
the former amendment while the latter is withheld ; and we 
consider that the majority took unfortunate pains to cut away 
theirown ground from under their feet and save the Minister 
the trouble of vindicating his preamble. 

Passing by for a moment the alteration to the scheme for 
compensating the holders of life interests, and in the terms of 
the commutation of life annuities—evidently matters of the 
class which a judge in a law court resolutely sends to a 
referee—we come to the next amendment, by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, who, we may observe, has felt the responsi- 
bility of his exalted station, and has not shrunk from putting 
himself boldly forward to fight the battle of the Church.

Naturally, we might say necessarily, the 
Archbishop, in altering the date, made provision for the 
reception of a species of evidence which would not be accepted 
in a common court of law; and we much mistake if the oppo- 
nents of his proposal will not make good capital of this 
attempt to recognise what they will call “ fancy evidence.” 
But the Government simplified the matter by suddenly, and 
late in the debate, coming forward with an offer of its own 
Lord Granville proposed that the Church should receive half 
a million as compensation for all private endowments. We 
may ey hope that this proposition will conclude the 
struggle on this portion of the bill. Dr. Tait, lastly, demanded 
that the glebes in the province of Ulster should be retained by 
the Church of that Protestant district. Thisis an item of im- 
portance in itself, even without regard to the principle involved 
There is certainly no regard for the symmetry of the measure 
shown in such a proposition ; and it may be foreseen that Minis- 
ters will urge that Ireland is one and indivisible, and that they 
know nothing of geographical expressions. Yet this is hardly 
exhaustive reasoning. We may imagine that a good many 
opponents will prefer to note that the capital value of the 
Ulster glebes is something under a million, and that this is a 
large “ generosity" the Church. Finally, the House of 
Lords has decided that all the philanthropic objects to which 
it was proposed to devote the surplus—the lunatics, deaf and 
dumb asylums, and the rest—shall at the least wait, and 
that the work of disestablishment and disendowment shall be 
done first, and the surplus be left for subsequent legislation 
With the bill thus manipulated in the boldest fashion, we 
again pause in its history. There will be some additional 
variations to record, and we shall speedily know how much 
more than Lord Granville has been permitted to concede will 
be conceded by Mr. Gladstone.

Liverpool dragged its weary length over three days, without an 
event which anyone cares to recall, except the winning of the cup 
by The Spy, who completely altered his Doncaster Spring running 
with Ploughboy.

Steeplechase winner, only touched 16 gs. Mr. Graham, of 
course, could not resist a Blair Athol half-sister to The Drummer at 
800 gs.

THE VISIT OF THE VICEROY OF EGYPT. 


The Viceroy of Egypt's departure, by way of Dover and Brussels, 
on Thursday week, was announced in our last publication. We also 
gre an account, with two Illustrations, of the grand review of the 
ife Guards and Horse Guards, the Brigade of Foot Guards, and a 
brigade of the Royal Artillery, which took place in Windsor Great 
Park before the Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and the 
Viceroy of Egypt. An additional Illustration of that subject is 
now given: it shows the squadrons of the Ist Life Guards gallop- 
ing past the carriage in which her Majesty and the Royal party are 
seated ; while another regiment of cavalry, the Royal Horse Guards 
(Blue), comes up from behind. The Engraving on our front page 
represents the scene at the mansion of the Duke of Sutherland, Stafford 
House, St. James's, on the evening of Monday week, when the Duke 
and Duchess received the Viceroy of Egypt, and entertained him 
with a magnificent banquet. The noble hostess, followed by the 
Duke, accompanied their distinguished guest up the grand stair- 
case, which is the particular incident showa in our Illustration. 
About forty persons were of the company at dinner, amongst whom 
was his Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge; and their Royal 
Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales favoured the Duke 
and Duchess with their presence at the evening party, which was 
attended by 300 persons, at a later hour, The grand public festival 
in honour of the Viceroy at the Crystal Palace, which took place 
on Tuesday week, was likewise attended by the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, as recorded in our last; and this is the subject 
of another Lllustration. The whole vast assembly, which thronged 
the floor and galleries, was reckoned at 30,000 persons. There were 
three Royal boxes; the centre one for the Viceroy of Egypt 
and the Prince and Princess of Wales, sitting together, with 
the Duke and Duciiess of Sutherland, and several of their 
arty; the other two for different members of their suite. 
‘hese boxes were splendidly furnished and sumptuously 
decorated; and so were the ante-rooms, the private cor- 
ridors, and a banquet-room overlooking the gardens and 
fountains, where the Duke of Sutherland had caused a choice 
repast to be prepared for the Royal party. There was a concert, 
which comprised some of the finest sacred music of Handel, 
Mendelssohn, Mozart, Rossini, and Costa, performed by an orchestra 
and chorus of 3000, under the direction of Sir Michael Costa; the 
arrangements having been made by the Sacred Harmonic Society. 
At ten o'clock there was a splendid display of fireworks in the 
gardens, with several novel and beautiful pyrotechnic effects. This 
concluded the public festivities in honour of the Viceroy of Egypt; 
but he was, with the Prince and Princess, entertained next day 
at Strawberry Hill, Twickenham, by Countess Waldegrave and Mr. 
Chichester Fortescue, on the eve of his departure from England. 








THE ROYAL ACADEMY NEW BUILDINGS. 

As a pendant to our last week's illustration of the principal picture- 
gallery at Burlington House, we now engrave the chief sculpture 
hall, the central octagonal hall. This, like the whole of the gal- 
leries of the new buildings, has already been so fully described that 
there remains really nothing to say without entering on needless 
repetitions. The lighting (as also we have said) is better than was 
expected, but it would certainly have been more advantageous to 
sculpture if the domical lantern had been considerably lower. The 
excess of light which on a sunny day falls on the works disposed 
in the northern half of the hall might be modified by judiciously 
arranged blinds. 


THE FRENCH ATLANTIC TELEGRAPH. 
The Great Eastern has safely crossed the Atlantic with the main 
cable of the French line of ocean telegraph, having started on the 
morning of Monday, June 21, as we have stated in our former 
notices of this undertaking. The laying of the French shore end, 
on Saturday, June 19, was also described, and we gave an Illustra- 
tion of its landing at Fort Minou, ten miles from Brest. We 
now present a View of the scene in the little bay at that 
lace, when the Chiltern, with her boats, was preparing to 
oy the shore-end piece of cable. She was assisted by the 
Souffleur, a French steamer appointed by the Maritime Prefect 
of Brest for this service. The arrival of the Great Eastern 
off Brest, on the Saturday afternoon, is the subject of another 
Engraving. The gigantic ship was met and welcomed by the 
Souffleur, the French Admiral’s steam-launch, and several other 
vessels, some of which brought parties of excursionists from the city 
of Brest, and even from Paris. She quietly anchored in forty- 
fathom water, and was soon left to herself, with only her consorts— 
the Chiltern and the Scanderia—to support her. The Hawk had 
already gone out and picked up the buoy, to which the seaward end 
of the shore piece of cable had previously been secured; and this 
affords the subject of our third Illustration. The buoy having been 
towed by a boat alongside the Great Eastern, the end of the shore 
jece of cable was taken on board, over the wheel fixed at 
her stern, and the operation of splicing it to the end of the main 
cable was then performed. It was finished before the evening grew 
dark, the splice being made by weaving together for about ten 
yards the copper ends of the conductor and insulating the long 
joint with fold after fold of gutta-percha. The part thus connected 
was lowered over the Chiltern’s side into about fifteen fathoms 
water, where it was allowed to remain four hours to cool. The 
whole mass of cable on board the great ship—that is to say, from 
the piece on shore at Minou to the part which will be 
landed at St. Pierre on the other side of the ocean—was 
then subjected to a series of tests by Mr. Willoughby 
Smith, and found to be absolutely perfect. It was now 
nearly midnight, and soon after the splice was again raised, and 
the work of weaving on the massive iron wires round the gutta- 
percha was begun. was a work of time and difficulty ; for the 
so-called *‘ wires’’ are almost as thick as a poker, and are not bent 
with ease. The labour, however, was got through before three in 
the morning; and the end from the Great Eastern, having in the 
first instance been passed through the paying-out machine and over 
the wheel astern, the work was done and the splice finally lowered 
down to the bottom of the harbour shortly after three. It was then 
grey daylight over the sea. At four o'clock the Great Eastern 
fired two guns, and began to steam slowly ahead, with only the 
screw at first, and then, as way was made, with both screw and 
idles. She looked well, for the stowage of her coals at Portland 
had improved her trim by the stern and made her fast and steady. 
On each side of her went her consorts, the Chiltern and Scanderia, 
which served to heighten by contrast the size of their great com- 
panion. Soon after six o’clock the Great Eastern was hull down, 
and her smaller comrades were lost to view. 

The sketches we have engraved are from the pencil of our Special 
Artist, Mr. Robert Dudley. The operation of laying the cable 
is under the direction of Sir Samuel Canning and Mr. Henry 
Clifford, employed by the Telegraph Construction and Main- 
tenance Company. The electricians and engineers acting for the 
French Transatlantic "oe Company are Sir William 
Thompson, Mr. Cromwell F. Varley, Mr. Latimer Clarke, Mr. 
Henry C. Forde, and Mr. Fleeming Jenkin. Of these, Mr. Varley 
is on board the Great Eastern, while Sir William Thompson and Mr. 
Forde stay at the French end of the line. - The electrician of the 
Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company, on board the 
Great Eastern, is Mr. Willoughby Smith. Sir Daniel Gooch, a 
managing director of that company, who is also on board the Great 
Eastern, telegraphs her progress to Captain Sherard Osborn, com- 
mander of the Chiltern, at Fort Minou, and gives us the most satis- 
factory accounts of it. The interruption last week was only a 
temporary halt on account of the weather.

FINE ARTS. 


THE SUPLEMENTARY EXHIBITION, OLD BOND-STREET. 
We have already selected for review from this exhibition several 
pictures widely differing in subject and treatment, in the ineffectual 
attempt to discover some principle of choice which might account 
for their exclusion from the Royal Academy. We now proceed to 
notice other refused works appealing generally to no peculiarity of 
taste, but whose merit isunmistakable. Prominent among these— 
taking the figure-pictures first—are the contributions of Messrs. 
Bevis, Naish, E. Hughes, Davidson, Stuart Smith, Sidley, 
Bottomley, and others. Mr. Bevis’s picture of a horse and two 
oxen dragging a rude cart loaded with vraic up a “‘ Tough Bit of 
Road on the Coast of Brittany ’’ (20), with an effect of storm passing 
off, is a most vigorous representation of animal action, and as 
brilliant in colour as it is spirited in handling. Mr. Naish’s picture 
“Stand By! Ready About !’’ (140) resembles some of Mr. Hook's 
only in choice of subject. There is no attempt to imitate the 
aerial brilliancy of the latter or his felicitous method of renderin, 
the liquidity of water. The treatment is manly and solid, an 
that of an honest, independent student of nature. Close observa- 
tion of character is apparent in the cool, business-like manner in 
which the two Devonshire fishermen prepare to execute the 
manceuvre—ticklish enough in so heavy a sea—indicated by the 
title; the more experienced father seate 7 os tiller, the son 
stooping ready to let the sail sling over at the right moment 
for tacking. Mr. Sidley’s Civil War incident, ‘The Secret 
Message’’ (76)—a young lady confiding a sealed packet 
to a cavalier at the top of turret-stairs—is so natural, well- 
lighted, painstaking, and successful in imitation, particularly 
of the draperies, that we are at a loss to understand why 
this artist, like the preceding, should have been entirely excluded 
from Burlington House. A similar remark applies to Mr. E. 
Hughes's very meritorious and interesting “‘ Incident in the Life of 
Paganini”’ (54), a composition of many figures, as conscientious as 
the last, and, in some respects, more advanced in art. 

Mr. T. Davidson's picture of M. and Madame de Sartines and 
the brother of the latter preparing for the guillotine (72) is painted 
in a singularly large and powerful style, and is quite equal to any 
picture of its class in the Academy. We prefer to Mr. Stuart 
Smith’s “ Fellah of Kinneh”’ in Piccadilly his ‘‘ Pipe of Freedom’’ 
(86) in Old Bond-street, the latter presenting interest beyond the 
power of characterisation and technical maturity distinguishing 
both. The subject is a black, with perhaps a dash of the American 
Indian, lighting his pipe in great content as he turns from perusin 
President Lincoln’s proclamation of emancipation, which is pas 
on a wall over a poster announcing a sale of slaves. The same 
painter exhibits some small rustic interior subjects, remarkable for 
rough vigour and truth of chiaroscuro. Mr. Bottomley’s ‘‘On 
Guard’’ (4) we are engraving, and therefore shall have another 
opportunity of noticing. Mr. F. Underhill’s ‘‘ Children of the Sea ”’ 
(148), a number of urchins bathing from a fishing-lugger, is 
truthful and agreeable, the naked boys and quiet sea being par- 
ticularly well done; it is a great advance upon anything we had 
seen by this artist, and assuredly deserved a place at Burlington 
House. Mr. Anderson's pretty little rustic child nursing her doll, 
entitled ‘‘A Fond Delusion’’ (17); ‘‘The Letter” (125), by Mrs. 
Anderson; Mr. Soden's humorous picture (128) of the father of 
Gainsborough discovering the forged letters to “‘ give Tom a 
holiday ’’ from school; ‘** Good Words’’ (31) by Mr. T. C. Waite; 
and ‘The Private View’’ (33) by Mr. Vinterare also commendable 
in their respective styles. 

The landscapes of mark are not so numerous as the figure- 
pictures; among those not hitherto reviewed, however, are a few 
excellent works. A brilliant, finely-coloured forest scene, with 
giant oaks and elms, in early spring time, entitled ‘‘ Bursting of the 
Leaves, Cadezo Forest’’ (176), places its author—Mr. Dochart: a 
name new to us—among the foremost English painters of realistic 
landscapes. Mr. A. Gilbert’s marine-piece with wreck, ‘‘ Breakers— 
Day after a Storm” (19), and a Surrey woodland subject, with an 
impressive sky effect of piled-up cumuli, entitled ‘‘The Charcoal 
Burners’’ (30), by Mr. A. W. Williams, are able works (the latter 
particularly so) by two members of a famiiy of landscape-painters 
that has been unduly decried. There isa fine moonlight view 
on the Meuse (62), by Mr. F. W. Meyer. As two small 
and comparatively unimportant pictures Mr. G. Chester 
have been thought worthy of places in the hevlene. what —- 
tion is there for the fact that two pictures of greater completion, 
or otherwise superior, are found among the rejected? If a man’s 
ability entitles him to admission, why should not that ability be 
represented at its best? The force of both landscapes here—the 
sinaller and more sketchy ‘‘ On the Greta’’ (131) and the larger and 
more elaborated ‘‘ Rokeby’’ (25) — would have told far more 
advantageously on some of the bare wall space of Burlington House 
than in these contracted rooms, Yet those who may not relish the 
artist’s manner of loading his colours, recalling, though it does, 
without imitating, the style of Constable, can hardly fail to enjoy 
the genuine, healthy love of nature to which both pictures amply 
testify. Mr. Mawley may have chosen more interesting 
views for some of the works by which he has been repre- 
sented at the Academy than his “‘ Glade bya River’’ (92), but 
he has never painted anything more beautiful or truthful 
than the breadths of transparent shadow and quiet afternoon sun- 
light in this picture. ‘‘ View in Arundel Park”’ (64), a lovely little 
gem by Mr. A. Cole, is quite equal to anything we have seen by 
the well-known elder brother of this artist. Lord Ribblesdale 
might well have grounded his complaint of rejection in the Times 
solely upon the merit of his work, not as claiming any courtesy. 
His mill-pool, with alder-tufted islet and quaint farm-buildings, 
relieved against a declining sun (79), would not discredit many 
distinguished professionals; it testifies to Continental study, and 
has some of the best qualities of Continental landscape. There is 
rare truth of twilight effect (despite the wooliness of the waves) in 
Mr. A. Haywood’s “‘ Close of a Stormy Day—Folkestone’’ (4). 
Mr. E. A. Pettitt’s ‘Mont Blanc from the Flégére’’ (1), with its 
vast range and variety of scenery and effects, is a subject 
presenting uncommon difficulties to the landscape-painter ; 
they have, however, been overcome with a degree of success 
which is full of promise. Mr. W. Ascroft’s ‘Sunshine and 
Showers—Kingston Vale, Surrey’ (8)—a landscape very tender in 
feeling ; Welsh views, praiseworthy in colour, by Mr. R. Harwood ; 
**Evening at Hastings’’ (107), by Mr. W. Melby; “* The Wild 
West’’ (183)—a striking study of sunset effect, by Mr. R. Collinson; 
“Oak Peeling” (91), by Mr. Peel; “* Hop-Picking’’ (81), a large 
and creditable Kentish leaheneps, by Mr. J. Knight; and a view 
in Cumberland (83), the largest of several highly-meritorious land- 
scapes from the lake districts, both in oil water colours—all 
rejections of this year—by Mr. R. T. Pain—are likewise entitled to 
notice. 

We may safely say that all the here are above the 
standard of much Academic work of the class. Mr. Desanges’s half- 
length of a beautiful y lady in white silk and lace, and his 
very pretty group of chil in a circular composition, have the 
charm rare in fashionable. portraiture of natural feeling. Mr. Edgar 
Williams’s whole-length of the Lord Mayor is decidedly a more 
manly and unaffected likeness than the Academic representation at 
Burlington House. Mr. F. Chester's half-length of Mr. Mark 
Lemon is too black in the shadows, but the truth of the resemblance 
and the vigour of the workmanship are beyond question. Capital 
colour and great spirit of handling, though running into coarse- 
ness, distinguish the seated portrait of Mr. T. Mitchell (109), 
by Mr. Crawford, of the Scottish Academy. There is no lack of 
refinement, however, in Mr. Schmidt's very well and delicately- 
drawn and modelled half-length of Count Gleichen. It is unfor- 
tunate for Mr. Gullick that his whole-length of a lady is hung on a 
wall so badly lighted that the up portion of the picture reflects 
only a monotonous leaden glare. ovecthdlem, itis evident that on 
teckinical grounds the portrait deserved acceptance, and would have 
represented the artist more fully than the head by him in the 
Academy. The bold attempt, also, to escape from the meaningless 
conventionality in the treatment of accessories so common in the 
portraiture of the day—the pow: Ae: real objects of a real con- 
pr yn A an t in right direction. There are 
other pictures of merit in divers classes of subjects by Messrs. 
Bancroft—“ Sunday at Home” (28), Aster Corbould, J, Deffet 








Francis—“‘A Welsh Maiden” (127), Laing, Gush, Noble, F. 
Weekes, Gruder, A. D. Cooper, Bostock, Dowling, and Herford ; 
Mrs. Bischop (née Kate Swift), Mrs. F. Young, Miss A. Dundas, 
and Miss R. Brett. 

Among the numerous water-colour drawings are several excel- 
lent works. Mr. Bateman’s “‘ Raising of Samuel’’ (426) is, allow- 
ing for all extravagance, full of weird imaginative inventiveness, 
and much of the colouring is as original as it is strangely beautiful. 
Mr. Zwecker’s drawing of ‘‘ The Wild Huntsman” (367) with his 
followers and hounds, is an elaborate and able work, distinguished 
by immense spirit both in the human figures and animals. But still 
more imaginative is A. Boyd’s drawing of the same subject (454) : 
here the rider and his hounds are not corporeal beings tearing 
through mid-air, but incorporeal phantoms rushing at headlong 
speed, unchecked, through the dense midnight forest—the hunts- 
man, having nc need of spur of rein, leaning back in his saddle, 
supine as death. Mr. W. Crane renders that frequent subject of 
Christian art, ‘The Annunciation ’’ (381), in a very objectionable 
semi-Pagan guise, yet the richness of the colouring cannot fail of 
recognition. Two views of ‘Little Loch Broom” (380), and 
“Dundonnell Hills’”’ (388), by Mr. J. C. Robinson, are striking] 
original and ——. in their effects of sunlight breaking through 
dun-coloured clouds. ‘‘ King Golden Eagle's Visit to Hornbill 
Land”’ (413), by H. Bright, evinces a quaint and prolific fancy 
which should render the artist a 2S favourite. Mr. R. 
Tucker’s large female head surrounded with wild flowers, entitled 
“Spring’’ (351), is brilliant and painstaking. Miss Florence 

eel has contrived, in her “Prison Cell’’ (505), to give a 
touching human interest to what at first sight appears merely a 
study of still-life: a bunch of wild flowers has been thrust from 
outside into a prison window-slit by some compassionate friend, and 
in the darkness of the cell below the flowers are seen two hands 
stretching to reach them. Other meritorious works in water colour 
are “‘ One of the Pollard Oaks at Hayes, Kent’’ (352), by Mr. B. E. 
Warren; ‘‘The Last Rays that Tip the Clouds with Gold”’ (356)— 
a river-side view, very broad and beautiful in tone, by Mr. 
Ferguson; a drawing (417), rich in colour, of a female eaves- 
dropping against ta’ , by Mr. Marischal; “‘ Trawling-Smacks 
at Yarmouth’’ (398), by Mr. Brett; “‘ Waiting’’ (429), by Miss 
Fraser—a mother and child in listening attitudes, lovely in general 
effect, but the melting sweetness of the execution pushed almost to 
vapidity; landscape sketches by Mr. Hamerton; an impres- 
sively-conceived view of the “Gorge at Pfeffers,’’ by the 
Rev. St. John Tyrwhitt; and drawings by Messrs. Stannus, 
F,. Williamson, H. C. Warren, A. Macdonald, A. H. Maguire, 
C. F. Williams, May, Chattock, Wirgman, H. Wood, A. Slocombe, 
Harper, Bolton, Parsons, Babb, Ross, and Wimperis, and Mrs. 
Mallam and Miss Martineau. 

The eculpture deserving notice includes a good marble bust of 
Sir Cecil Beadon, by Mr. Geflowski, a naturalised Polish artist; 
another by an anonymous sculptor of Mr. Solly, F.R.S.; a model 
of ‘* Nausicaa,’’ by Mr. E. W. Wyon; a sleeping infant in marble, 
by Mr. J. Bell; two charming child heads, by M. E. J. Williamson 
and Mr. J. W. White; ideal busts, by Mr. E. A. Foley; a small 
bust of Mr. Bright, by Mr. Morton Edwards; and bas-reliefs, by 
Messrs. Thrupp and F, M. Miller.

MODEL SCHOOLS. 

A body of gentlemen and ladies who are interested in the education 
of the poor paid a visit, last Saturday, to the North Surrey District 
Schools, at Anerley, at the invitation of the Society of the Council 
of Arts, for the purpose of being present at its anniversary festival.

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


It is something, in these dull times, to cast a stone and make a 
splash in the stagnant graciousness of a set banquet. This the 
late Premier certainly accomplished with his wonted skill in reply- 
ing for himself at the Trinity House dinner on Saturday. But to 
say a somewhat unp t thing is not difficult to such of us as have 
minds happily constituted. Indeed, I believe that most compli- 
ments are Based on a second thought, the first being the reverse of 
complimentary. Out of that poisonous herb the courteous man 
distils the perfume which he scatters so agreeably. A pleased and 

raised guest might not often like to know what put into an orator's 
head the idea which has covered the complimented one with 
roseate happiness. But to say the unpleasant — and to 
make everybody except one person own that it was right thing 
to say, demands a true artist—words synonymous with the name of 
the leader of the O tion. Mr. Lowe, like Miller, in the 
Spectator, ‘laid himself open to the rebuke of the Calm Buck—a 
smart cut across the forehead.”’ It was not a political dinner. 
Everybody said that. Sir Frederick Arrow saidit. Mr. Gladstone 
said it. Nevertheless, the Chancellor of the Exchequer dwelt with 
bitterness on “‘ what he would not call’’ the tricks and experiments 
which the House of Lords (just toasted) were trying on the Irish 
Church Bill, and declared that Ministers would console themselves 
by a final touch that should reform what had been blurred and 
restore the outline. One need not ask whether this were exactly 
the thing to say in the middle of the Lords’ debate; but, clearly, 
the menace was out of place when delivered before the Prince of 
Wales and over the Woules Bowl of the Trinity House. Mr. 
Disraeli could not reply in kind, or taunt the Cabinet with the safe 
and easy course of threatening with a large and docile majority at 
command, No doubt he will in fitting time refer to—or, at least, 
think of referring to—a certain banquet of old days when the guests 
used their cups as wea and the wine became a libation. But 
on this occasion he quietly predicted various social successes for his 
host, and was sure that he would encounter any difficulties with 
temper and forbearance, and observe the wise rule that “it is 
ungine to introduce difficult subjects, on which men may differ, 
when it is unnecessary to obtrude them on public notice."” The 
cheers of the y marked the triumph of good taste. Luckily, 
for one likes fair play, the blow was delivered at an antagonist who 
has not, we may suppose, exactly colla —luckily on that 
ground—and also because the champions have to meet again in 
another presence than that of Elder Brethren. 





Surely Mr. Bright’s was the best and pleasantest of the speeches 
made that night by the regular orators.

The Royal body-guard of the Yeomen of the Guard was on duty 
in the interior of the palace, under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel C. Paterson, the Exon in Waiting; and a guard of honour 
of the first battalion of the Coldstream Guards was mounted in 
the court of the palace. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied by the members 
of the Royal family, conducted by Viscount Sydney (the Lord 
Chamberlain) and attended by the ladies and quilemth in waiting, 
entered the ball-room at twenty minutes past ten o’clock, when the 
dancing immediately commenced.

MR. GLADSTONE ON THE “OLYMPIAN RELIGION.” 
In his new work, ‘‘ Juventus Mundi,’’ Mr. Gladstone thus sum- 
marises the Olympian system in its results :— 

“The history of the race of Adam before the Advent is the 
history of a long and varied, but incessant, preparation for the 
Advent. It is commonly perceived that Greece contributed a 
language and an intellectual discipline, Rome a political organisa- 
tion to the ap tus which was put in readiness to assist the pro- 

tion of the Gospel; and that each of these in its kind was the 
most perfect that the world had produced. 

**T have endeavoured elsewhere to show with some fulness what 
was the place of Greece in the providential order of the world; and 
likewise what was the relation of Homer to the Greeks, and to 
— of the Divine plan, as compared with the relation of the 
sacred Scriptures to the chosen people of God. I cannot now enter 
on that field at large; yet neither can I part without a word for 
the subject of the Olympian religion. In the works of Homer this 
design is projected with such extraordinary grandeur that 
the representation of it, altogther apart from the general 
merits of the poems, deserves to be considered as one of the 
topmost achievements of the human mind. Yet its character, 
as it was the first and best set forth in its entirety from the 
brain of the finisher and maker, is not more wonderful than its 
subsequent influence and duration in actual life. For during twelve 
or fourteen hundred years it was the religion of the most thought- 
ful, the most fruitful, the most energetic portions of the human 
family. It yielded to Christianity alone, and to the Church it 
yielded with reluctance, summoning up strength in its extreme old 
age, and only giving way after an intellectual as well as a civil 
battle, obstinately fought, and lasting for generations. For the 
greater part of a century after the fall of Constantinople, in the 
chief centres of a Christian civilisation in many respects degenerated, 
and an ecclesiastical power too little faithful to its trust, Greek 
letters and Greek thought once again asserted their strength over 
the most cultivated minds of Italy in a manner which testified to 
the force and to the magic charm with which they were imperish- 
ably endowed. Even within what may be called our own time the 
Olympian religion has exercised a fascination altogether exira- 
eolteny over the mind of Goethe, who must be regarded as 
standing in the very first rank of the great minds of the latest 
centuries. The Olympian religion however, owes perhaps as large 
a share of its trium to its depraved accommodations as to its 
excellences. 

“Yet an instrument so durable, potent, and elastic must 
certainly have had a purpose to serve. Let us consider for a 
moment what it may have been. We have seen how closely and 
in how many ways it bound humanity and deity er. As 
regarded matter of duty and not to speak of t highest 
form of virtue which is called ho this union was effected 
mainly by lowering the Divine element.

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SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 
The heat consumed in internal work when a gas dilates has been 
investigated by M. Clausius, and more recently by M. Moutier, 
who, at the beginning of this year, contributed a paper on the 
subject, printed in the Comptes Rendus. The heat required to raise 
the temperature of a body consists in general of three parts—first, 
that expended directly in producing the elevation of temperature ; 
second, that consumed in internal work ; and, third, that consumed 
in external work. Mr. Joule and Sir William Thomson have suc- 
ceeded in demonstrating the existence of internal work in a gas 
which expands without performing any external work by noting 
the diminution of temperature which accompanies the flow of the 
gas. In the case of water raised into steam, part of the heat is 
expended in overcoming the cohesion of the water, just as heat is 
expended in liquefying ice. Water cleared of air by boiling or 
otherwise manifests a strong cohesive or attractive force of the 
particles for one another. They have a less attraction for air or 
other foreign bodies; and hence, when foreign particles are thrown 
into boiling water, the steam appears chiefly to come out of them, as 
the steam is chiefly generated where their surfaces touch the water. 

An interesting paper upon the cottus globio, or miller’s thumb, 
has been contributed by Mr. Peek to the Student, by which it 
appears that the spawn of this fish, as well as the lump-fish, the 
sticklebat, the sea-horse, and some others, is tended during hatching 
by the male fish, and not by the female. The cottus does not 
possess an air bladder, and its proper position is at the bottom of 
the stream, among the insects and minute water-plants. Mr. Peek 
had an aquarium fitted up, in which he observed the process of 
incubation; and, after the eggs had been laid by the female in a 
loose cluster, among which a current of water could be maintained, 
the male fish took a position above them and kept fanning the 
water with his pectoral fins—an operation which he continued 
during thirty-five days, at the end of which time the small fishes 
escaped from the eggs. During the whole of this time the male 
fish did not eat and appeared to be in a state of excitement, and if 
any object were dropped near the spawn, he would seize it and 
deposit it at the remotest corner of the tank. The female, after 
having laid the eggs, gave them no further attention; the operation 
of hatching being completed by the male. 

The leaves of many plants which were originally green become 
red in the autumn, a change which has been conjectured to be brought 
about by the gradual generation of an acid within the leaf. 
Experiments have been made to test the soundness of this theory, 
and it has been found that red leaves exposed under a bell glass to 
the vapour of ammonia have their original green colour restored. 

Mr. Isham Baggs has patented a method of smelting iron by 
means of inflammable gases or the vapour of petroleum, which are 
blown, into the furnace. But petroleum has been proposed for this 
purpose before, as also have been the gases obtained from coal. In 

urifying the iron from certain contaminating ingredients, Mr. 


aggs proposes to blow hydrofluoric acid through the melted metal. 
But this also had been previously suggested. 
A kind of light wine is now being artificially manufactured in 


Belgium, which may be sold at a good profit for a franc a bottle. 
For some years the manufacture of artificial butter out of beef 
tallow has been carried on there and at Hamburg, and much of this 
spurious butter is shipped for England. 

Experiments have been made by Herr Rudorff to test the refri- 
gerating powers of certain salts, and the two most remarkable 
appear to be the sulpho-cyanides of ammonium and potassium. Of 
the former 133 parts added to 100 parts of water reduced the tem- 

rature from 12 deg. centigrade to 18 deg. below zero; and of the 
atter 150 parts added to 100 of water reduced the temperature 
from 11 deg. centigrade to about 24 deg. below zero. The salts 
should be in a fine powder, and be stirred into the water by a glass 
rod, and the water should be contained in a thin glass vessel sur- 
rounded by loose cotton. 

The Cerberus, an armour-plated monitor lately built for service 
in Australia (an Engraving of which is given at page 63), is 
to be sailed out to that country under a jury-rig, so that the 
hypothesis that a monitor couid not be made to cross the 
ocean will receive a new disproof should this vessel arrive safely in 
Australia, which there is little reason to doubt. The Cerberus is 
built on the plan described by Mr. Reed, two or three years ago, at 
the Institution of Civil Engineers, in the discussion upon Mr. 
Bourne's paper “‘On Ships of War,”’ and is an admitted copy of 
Ericsson's monitor, except that the openings into the interior are all 
made through an elevated breastwork which runs along the middle 
of the ship, and through which, also, the two turrets are carried. 
Such an addition Ericcson maintains to be unnecessary, while it 
increases the weight and furnishes a large target to the enemy. The 
monitors which crossed the Atlantic and sailed round Cape Horn 
had no such breastwork, and in those cases the openings through 
which access was gained to the interior were in the tops of the 
turrets themselves. The construction of monitors of any kind is 
certainly a step in the right direction. But it would have been 
much better if the questionable “improvement”? Mr. Reed has 
introduced had been omitted. 

An artificial manure called “cancerine”’ is being made in 
America by drying and grinding up the bodies of a species of crab 
found in enormous quantities in Delaware Bay. The eggs of this 
species of crab are a on the shore in such quantities that it 
is said they may be shovelled up by the waggon-load, and large 
quantities are collected to feed chickens, while the crabs them- 
selves are collected to feed hogs. About 750,000, it is estimated, 
have been taken every week on about half a mile of coast. 

A press for squeezing wort out of hops has been erected at 
Messrs. Truman's brewery, consisting of two endless chains 
arranged at an angle with each other, so that any substance placed 
between the two chains will be gradually compressed as the chains 
advance. An American apparatus for compressing and cutting 
tobacco, constructed upon this principle, was shown at the Paris 
Exhibition in 1867. The tobacco was put into a box, the bottom of 
which was formed of a travelling web of cloth, and this web 
delivered the tobacco on to a travelling chain-web, formed of two 
endless chains connected with cross bars. A similar chain-web was 
carried above the tobacco, but at a different angle, and the ends of 
the cross bars moved in ves formed in stout side frames. As 
the tobacco was moved forward it was gradually compressed 
between the cross bars of the respective webs and was delivered at 
the end through asquare hole in so compressed a state that it was 
easily cut by scythes rotating in the front of the delivering orifice. 
The species of hop-press erected at Messrs. Truman's brewery 
resembles this tobacco-cutter, except that it is without the rotating 
knives; but the means employed for giving the requisite pressure 
continuously are the same. The expedient is applicable to many

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THE CHORAL FESTIVAL ON SATURDAY LAST AT THE ROYAL HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY'S GARDENS.—see wexr Pact. 
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MUSIC, 
The first performance this season of “‘ Dinorah’’ at the Royal 
Italian Opera last week—of general excellence throughout—was 
rendered special by such a display of Madame Patti’s rare gifts and 
accomplishments as even she has scarcely ever before equalled. Al- 
though seven years had elapsed since this great artist had appeared in 
the character of Dinorah, the remembrance was still fresh of the 
charm which she then imparted to music the mingled geniality and 
brilliancy of which are peculiarly suited to her powers of expression 
and execution. The performance might then have been thought 
— and such an advance on it as was made yesterday week 
have been deemed but a bright dream not to be realised by mortal 
singer. The voice of Madame Patti, alwaysremarkable for quality, 
purity, and brilliancy, has gained in every respect even since her 
appearance here last season; and the performance now referred to 
offered such a combination of all the highest excellences as is 
rarely possessed by one artist. The dreamy grace with which 
the “Slumber Song’? was given admirably expressed the 
wandering fancies of the love-crazed Dinorah, under the sup- 
posed desertion of Hoel. Exquisite, too, was Madame Patti’s 
delivery of her share in the following scene with Corentino; 
the marked character and contrast of the music of which were 
rendered to perfection, both by her and by Signor Gardoni. The 
beautiful “Bell trio’’ which closes the first act never produced 
more effect than on this occasion, by the artists just named and 
Mr. Santley, whose Hoel was conspicuous for its excellence in the 
cast of the opera during the short season of last winter, 
when Mdlle. De Murska was the Dinorah. It was in the second 
act, however, that Madame Patti’s great triumph was achieved—in 
the scene where the crazed Dinorah, in her moonlight wanderings, 
addresses her own shadow as a reality, and indulges in a fitful 
waltz with the mocking reflection of herself. This elaborate scena, 
80 expressive of the alternations of feeling between tender sadness 
and forced gaiety, was given with such transcendent effect as to 
call down a demonstration of enthusiasm not often manifested. 
The deep pathos and touching indication of shaken reason in 
her remonstrance at the transient disappearance of her shadow 
stood in remarkable contrast to the dazzling brilliancy of the con- 
cluding bravura movement—a display of such perfect execution and 
intonation, such thorough command over a voice of exceptional 
compass (more than two octaves, and reaching up to E flat in alt), 
such power combined with richness of quality, as we have scarcely 
ever before heard during a tolerably long and varied operatic expe- 
rience. It is almost impossible to duly characterise such an excep- 
tional display, even with the aid of the most forcible 
superlatives, and we will therefore merely add that the loud and 
prolonged applause which followed it proved that the excitement 
of the audience (a crowded one) was far beyond that of ordinary 
occasions. The repetition of the last and most arduous portion of 
the scena exemplified Madame Patti’s remarkable sustaining 
power—the second performance having quite equalled the 
perfection of the first, and elicited a lke demonstration. 
The fine trio which closes the second act (the scene of the 
torrent, the thunderbolt, and the rescue of Dinorah from the 
overwhelming waters) again displayed that gain in intense dramatic 
expression which we have before said has characterised Madame 
Patti's performances this season. The interest of the particular 
representation now referred to was sustained to the close of the 
opera—Dinorah’s recovered reason, her joy and thanksgiving at her 
union with Hoel having been expressed with that grace and charm 
which are especial characteristics of Madame Patti. The beautiful 
air of the goatherd (an after interpolation by the composer) was 
sung by Mdille. Scalchi with all her usual rich quality of voice and 
more than ordinary fluency of execution. Her performance on this 
occasion advanced her still further in favour with her audience, 
and entitles her to rank among the best of present stage 
contraltos. In the earliest production of the opera here, 
Signor Gardoni’s Corentino was noticeable as one of his best 
representations, and it is in no respect inferior now to what it 
then was. In his impersonation of the simple clownish rustic he 
is sufficiently quaint and demonstrative, without falling into exag- 
geration; while he sings the music with a thorough realisation of 
its marked character, yet with the refinement of a highly-cultivated 
artist. His air, supposed to be accompanied by himself on the 
cornemuse, the song so admirably expressive of his craven fears, 
and his share in the duet with Hoel, were all excellent alike tin 
intention and execution. Mr. Santley’s Hoel is less a novelty than 
the other two performances referred to—having been a conspicuous 
feature in Jast winter’s representation of the opera. That it is 
admirable throughout there is little need again to say. In the cha- 
racteristic song in which Hoel anticipates the recovery of the buried 
treasure ; in the duet wherein he imparts to Corentino the myste- 
rious injunction of the wizard; in the capital buffo duet with the 
same character; in the charming romanza in the last act; and, 
indeed, in every incidental situation, Mr. Santley sang with his 
invariable excellence. The parts of the Hunter and the Reaper, 
with their one song each, in the third act, were efficiently filled by 
Signori Campi and Marino, and that of the second Goatherd by 
Mdlle. Bauermeister. This beautiful work of Meyerbeer, the pro- 
duction of his sixty-eighth year, has now stood the test of ten years’ 
knowledge, and bids fair at least to rival in endurance his earlier 
and more ambitiously-planned heroic operas, ‘‘ Robert le Diable,’’ 
‘*Les Huguenots,” and ‘Le Prophéte.”” The performance of 
** Dinorah’’ was conducted by Signor Arditi with his usual skill. 

Like the opera, the concert season is giving signs of speedy 
termination, but few more announcements remaining for fulfilment. 
Since our last notice Mdlle. Enequist gave her annual morning 
concert ; at which she proved the extent and variety of her accom- 
plishments by several excellent vocal performances in the most 
opposite styles, including the florid bravura execution of Rossini’s 
“Bel Raggio,”’ and the characteristic interpretation of some 
national Norwegian and Swedish airs. The Hungarian basso, Herr 
Angyalfi, also held his concert last week; other entertainments 
having been given by Mdlle. Heilbron (on Wednesday), Miss A. 
Manning (on Friday), and Miss Walton (on Saturday)—all 
three pianistes of considerable accomplishments. During the past 
week, too, Rossini’s mass has been performed again at St. 
James's Hall, as on the first occasion, but this time in the 
evening. A mass by the late Herr Molique was given for the first 
time in public at St. George’s Hall, on Thursday afternoon 
(conducted by Mr. J. F. Barnett). 1t was composed at rather 
a late period of Molique’s life, for the church of St. Aloysius, 
Somers Town, and is written for four solo voices and chorus, 
with merely an organ accompaniment (capitally played on this 
occasion by Mr. G. Ccoper). Although not intended to be an 
elaborate work, it shows throughout the hand of the highly-skilled 
and practised musician, but has little that is striking or Sistinguish- 
ing in character. Its performance, however, was not calculated to 
exhibit it in its best light, and was, indeed, unworthy alike of the 
work and of the composer. 

The twelfth annual choral festival of the metropolitan schools 
was held, on Saturday last, in the gardens of the Horticultural 
Society, instead of, as usual, at the Crystal Talace. About 5000 
choristers, of whom 3000 were school children, were assembled in 
the open air; and, under the direction of Mr. G. W. Martin, per- 
formed a selection of sacred and secular pieces with good effect.

Napoleon at Fontainebleau and Elba, $c. By Archibald Neil 
Campbell Maclachlan, M.A. With a Portrait. (John Murray.) 
This handsome volume has an exterior which is, intentionally or 
unintentionally, complimen’ to the British Army ; for the scarlet 
covers, not unadorned with gilding, are suggestive of the famous 
‘thin red line’”’ and of the epaulets that dangle from the officers’ 
shoulders. The contents of the volume consist of two parts, whereof 
the first contains a memoir of the late Major-General Sir Neil 
Campbell, C.B.; the second, *‘a journal of occurrences in 1814-14, 
with notes of conversations.’’ It is, of course, the latter in which 
one chiefly finds what relates to Napoleon, Fontainebleau, and 
Elba. The portrait, it should be mentioned, is the counterfeit pre- 
sentment not of Napoleon, but of the Major-General. And, indeed, 
it may be roundly stated that the memoir is likely to be found, even 
if it were not intended to be, the more interesting portion of the 
volume. Thechief reason for publishing the journal and notes appears 
to have been that the manuscript, which had lain unused for many 

ears in the editor’s possession, was becoming more and more 
Ximoult to decipher, and that the paper was getting more and more 
worm-eaten, until publication, or transcription, or complete 
evanescence were inevitable. Another consideration was ‘‘ the value 
of every fragment bearing upon Napoleon’s history ;’’ and it was 
believed that “‘the diary of Sir Neil Campbell contained much 
information, not hitherto disclosed, touching the conduct of 
Napoleon during his residence at Elba, the preparations for his 
escape, and his consummate skill in veiling and executing the 
manceuvres which led tothe crowning event of his career.’’ It may 
be so; but there are those who—considering the shortness of life 
and the number, as well as importance, of daily-arising questions, 
and the inextricable tangle of Napoleonic traditions, with their 
multitudinous and contradictory details—are in a maze of bewilder- 
ment, are unable to remember clearly what is old or to discern 
plainly what is new, are very much inclined to think that, 
after this long lapse of time, “it doesn’t matter,’”’ and 
cannot forbear from exclaiming, ‘‘O lass sie ruh’n die 
Todten,’”’ even when the dead is the restless First Napoleon. 
Still there are doubtless many others who will thankfully 
pick up any little crumbs of information dropped from any 
historical table, and to them the diary and notes must be com- 
mended. The memoir is well worth reading on many accounts. 
Especially it offers to the young aspirant a good example of hard, 
gallant, and zealous service, and it shows how almost impossible it 
is to fill responsible situations without giving offence to somebody. 
Sir Neil died just about twenty-two ycars ago, and the Zimes had 
an article in his praise; but one “* Africanus’’ immediately wrote 
a letter stating that the “‘ panegyric upon the character of Sir Neil 
Campbell affords a striking proof of the little dependence that can 
be placed on newspaper authority in such cases,’’ and accusing Sir 
Neil of “‘ being violent and arbitrary in his conduct ever since he 
entered on his official duties at Sierra Leone.’’ There is scarcely 
evidence enough to decide whether there were good grounds for 
the accusation brought by “‘ Africanus ;’’ it is pretty certain, how- 
ever, that Sir Neil was very vigorous and very determined, and 
when anyone suffers from your vigour and determination nothing 
can persuade the sufferer that you are not violent and arbitrary. 


The New Testament. With a Plain Explanatory Comment by 
Edward Churton, M.A., and William Basil Jones, M.A. (John 
Murray.) When an ordinary book has reached a second edition, a 
bare announcement of the fact is usually sufficient; but the two 
volumes edited by Archdeacons Churton and Jones are worthy of 
exceptional treatment. They deserve to be known far and wide, 
and it were an unpardonable omission to let slip any opportunity of 
bringing them into notice. Of course, a New Testament of the 
kind, with its two large volumes, its learned notes, and its numerous 
and beautiful illustrations, is adapted rather for — and contem- 
plation in the closet than for conveyance to and fro by the regular 
churchgoer and for common use during Divine service; for the 
latter purposes the handy little volume bearing on the title- 
page the names of Tischendorf and Tauchnitz, lately pub- 
lished by Messrs. Sampson Low and Co., will no doubt be 
found more convenient and more appropriate. But some- 
thing more than mere handiness combined with concise 
explanation is required for the hours of leisurely examina- 
tion, when an individual or a family would re-read with attentive 
scrutiny the oft-conned history of the Son of Man, the acts of the 
chosen apostles, and the exhortations delivered to the early 
churches; and this something is to be found to what will be gene- 
rally considered a satisfactory extent in the volumes edited by the 
two Archdeacons. For there are those who find their studies 
greatly assisted, their faith greatly confirmed, and their appre- 
hension greatly quickened not only by printed notes exegetical, 
historical, biographical, critical, doctrinal, and geographical, but 
also by pictorial representations of persons, scenes, and places, so 
that their mind’s eye can seem to see more distinctly than in a 
mirror the figure of the fisherman casting his net into the sea, the 
two women grinding at the mill, the lilies that are arrayed more 
splendidly than was Solomon in all his glory, the publican actually 
sitting at the receipt of custom, the olives that still grow on the sacred 
mount, the — road from Jerusalem to Jericho, the figs and the 

aches and the pomegranates still hanging upon the al of 

thany, the pools of Siloam and Bethesda, the Sea of Tiberi 
the beautiful gate of the Temple, the last supper, the en of 
Gethsemane, and the gutncigal points in the voyages of St. Paul. 
And some such visions are to be conjured up by the “‘ panoramic 
views.’’ There is, moreover, in the very covers, paper, and type a 
particularly becoming mixture of dignity, grace, and beauty. It 
was long ago declared that Archdeacons are ‘‘ persons who discharge 
archidiaconal functions,’’ but the definition has been objected to on 
the score of obscurity ; it may be said, however, that, if to brin 
out such a work as this New Testament be a part of archidiacona 
functions, the archidiaconal editors are to be congratulated upon 
their manner of so far discharging their functions. 


Girlhood and Womanhood. By Sarah Tytler. 
This is a very desirable little book, whether regard be paid to exterior 
or interior ; although the applicability of the title is not, even upon 
mature consideration, as plain as the noonday. It contains a col-

Weather Lore. By R. Inwards, F.R.A.S. (W. Tweedie.) It

Echoes in Plant and Flower Life. By Leo H. Grindon. (F. 
Pitman.) The echoes alluded to in the title of this commendable 
little volume are more properly termed resemblances ; and, taking 
them for a text, the author delivers an excellent discourse. He is, 
perhaps, a little too impatient (such is his own enthusiasm) of the 
ignorance and neglect with which the majority of mankind looks 
down upon, or does not regard at all, the flowers that, as they come 
and go in successive seasons, preach silent sermons upon many 
topics, and get little more attention than the noisy wisdom that 
cries aloud at the corners of the streets.

The Girl He Married. By James Grant. (Tinsley). Novels 
which fill the three volumes demanded by orthodoxy have very 
often, if not generally, a tendency to fall off rather than to improve 
in interest and execution when the “half-way house”’ is 1;

A Residence in Bulgaria. By 8. G. B. St. Clair, Captain late 
21st Fusiliers, and Charles A. Brophy. eae Murray.) This isa 
volume of imposing appearance ad of by no means uninteresting 
or uninstructive contents. Whatever it may exhibit of shortcomin 
or of incorrectness is apologised for by anticipation and on 
grounds in the preface, and cannot, therefore, be v strongly 
insisted upon even if it should be discovered. And Bulgaria and 
its affairs are not nearly so familiar as they advantageously might 
be to that class of our British taxpayers which is often spoken of 
by the name of general ers.

There is little fear that the authors 
by the contrast which they draw between the Turk and the Bul- 
garian rayah, and by the preference which they show for the former 
over the latter, will shock or even surprise any Englishman of 
ordinary intelligence and education. The authors’ object is 
to convince “their readers that both Christian and Mussul- 
man have been greatly misrepresented in Western Europe, 
and that the country which they inhabit might—and would 
if left to a genuine Turkish administration, untrammelled 
by foreign influence— become one of the most flourishing 
and powerful in the world.”’ It has been already sug that, 
eo far asa certain portion of their object is concerned, they have 
probably performed a work of supererogation; and it may be 
added that, if they wished to excite in their readers a determina

able eye upon even Mormonism. 

The Origin of the Seasons, Considered from a Geological Point of 
View. With a Map and Diagrams. By Samuel Mossman. (William 
Blackwood and oa) It were simply absurd to attempt to give 
in a small space an adequate account and estimate of such a book 
as this, upon which the author has evidently brought to bear a great 
deal of original thought and experience and no small amount of 
information acquired by reading. Nor could it have justice done 
to it by anyone who has not made a study of geology, astronomy, 
meteorology, and kindred ‘‘ologies.’”’ The author's object, 
however, may be set forth in his own words :—** While astronomers 
have hitherto represented our planet as dependent solely on the 
perturbations of other cosmical ies for these wondrous changes, 
we have endeavoured to show that within its own spherical shell 
lay the forces that impelled it into new activity after its primordial 
formation.’’ And so the volume is left to all whom it may concern, 

The Parks, Promenades, and Gardens of Paris. By W. Robinson, 
F.L.S. With upwards of Four Hundred Illustrations. (John 
Murray.) Some years ago there appeared in Punch a cartoon which, 
although it mt Englishmen laugh (with a tendency, however, to 
do so principally on the wrong side of the mouth), was not altogether 
agreeable to English feelings. It represented John Bull in the act 
of playing second fiddle to Napoleon, and the latter was supposed 
to be saying, ‘Take your time from me, Mr. Bull.’’ And the 
worst of it is that we are always being recommended by our own 
public writers to take our time from some other nation, to manage 
our affairs after some foreign fashion. We must learn from the 
Yankee one thing, from the German another, and from 
the Frenchman innumerable lessons, including the best way 
of conducting certain branches of horticulture. Mr. Robinson, 
however, is good enough to allow that it is only in cer- 
tain particulars that we ought to take lessons from the French, and 
that *‘ we are as far before them in horticulture, agriculture, and 
rural affairs generally, as we are in journalistic and magazine 
literature.’"’ This patriotic admission will conciliate the reader's 
goodwill and conduce towards a fair and candid consideration of 
what is contained in a really remarkable book. For the book is 
remarkable on many accounts: for its noble proportions, for the pro- 


part of the East-End.’’ For, as he very properly points out, what 
the pallid, panting, ill-housed toiler wants is something cheerful 
near his door, and not a journey of a few miles before he can breathe 
a comparatively fresh air and see an indifferently green tree.

In fact, the writer has ado that plan 
which was, one would be inclined to say, the least likely to suit 
his purpose; he has employed thestyle of personal narrative, which 
is scarcely ever su in riveting a reader’s attention except 
when the narrative is of such a kind that reader and narrator can 
become, as it were, identified for the time, or when the narrator is 
in his own person an object of extraordi interest, or when the 
tale that is told is short and unbroken by episodes. In the present 
case the supposed narrator deals with times so long ago 
and events so unlike anything of modern date, has so few interest- 
ing personal characteristics (beyond his great strength and 
simple honesty), and introduces so many episodical sketches, 
that there comes over the reader a sense of weariness which 
prevents justice from being done to the author’s careful delineation 
and vivid colouring. Had he chosen the dramatic form; had the 
principal personages ap more as living realities than unsub- 
stantial reflections ; the several c’ burst upon the stage 
as they were wanted, by walking bodily in at different doors; had 
the scenes been shifted without comment or preface; and had there 
been no, or fewer, explanations, reflections, and so on, from the sup- 
posed narrators’ supposed pen, the author would most probably have 
achieved a great success. As it is, one can only regret that his 
matter, with all its many merits, may have been a little spoiled by 
his manner, and, at the same time, hope that the regret may proceed 
from mistaken views and be quite unnecessary.

THE SUTHERLANDSHIRE GOLD DIGGINGS. 


The strath of Helmsdale, which is now devoted to gold-diggers who 
live in the deserted church, is thus described in “ Field and Fern ; 
or, Scenes of Scottish Country Life;’’ whose author visited it 
during 1862, while it was still in a state of nature. We give it 
for the sake of contrast between what he saw and the busy scene 
recently depicted and described in our Journal :—

acting as rural police over acres of nets which were laid out to vy A ; while a 
black bull from Dunrobin, with that especially royal sit of the head which 
marks the West Highlander, stood and looked the very warden of the strath. 
We followed the course of the Helmsdale river, where an angler (dressed in 
a suit in which his college dons would have disowned him) was patiently 
guiding his fly ; and found the ground all lea, with a strong tendency to bog 
and rushes. Some of it gets top-dressing, but it is terribly rough, and the 
Norwegian harrows will hardly touch it. The roadside was almost honey- 
com with rabbits, which lead far too merry a life of it among the fern. 
In fact, we hardly heard a shot all day, and were too late for some capital 
wild shooting on a chain of lochs farther up. Thirty brace out of some 
500 fell to six guns; but they are very hard to hit, and when they are dis- 
turbed they will dive and float eons with their dark nebs just above water, 
and if they do take to the heather they run as low as an otter. 

Once upon a time, nearly the whole strath was held by the late Mr. Reed 
and Mr. Houstoun. The former, who had 18,000 sheep, began at Edruble, 
about four miles beyond Elmsdale; and, with the exception of Major 
Gilchrist’s farm, he occupied the whole eighteen miles by eight on the left 
bank of the Helmsdale up to Aulton Down, the point where it joins the 
Brora. His farm also ran with the river down the Strath Brora; and he 
held Balnakiel, in Durness parish, near Cape Wrath, as well. With such 
scope and choice of pasturage, it is no wonder that for nineteen successive 
summers the celebrated Jamie and Watty Scott of Hawick wrote and took 
about 2006 wedders and 1500 cast ewes. The late Duke of Sutherland 
een broke up this gigantic flock system. At first the rents ranged 

rom eighteenpence to half a crown a sheep; but since then the rate has 
ineenned on many farms to five shillings, and three only obtains in the 
current leases.

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THE CRIMEA REVISITED: 


Our Special Artist lately in the Crimea furnishes another scene in 
the neighbourhood of Sebastopol. The quantity of cannon-balls and 
fragments of shell which covered the ground at the end of the siege 
was enormous. ‘If we could imagine,’’ says he, ‘“‘a shower of 
iron it would give the best idea of the appearance of the ground ; 
but in the valleys, where they naturally accumulated in the greatest 

uantities, the balls lay like drifted hailstorms after a storm. After 
the war the Russians and Tartars began to collect the iron; and it 
took them a long time before the open ground was cleared. They 
next began to dig in the earthen parapets for the shot that was 
lodged in them. Of course this was not so profitable as gathering 
the metal from the surfac«, and ti.e numbers of people so employing 
themselves soon decreasea. Now we may find, perhaps, a party in 
each of the batteries who still carry on the work. They dig in from 
ghe outer surface, and often find iron balls, fragments of shell, and 











musket bullets; shell fuses are also got. I found three men at 
work, about the centre of the old Green-hill battery, just outside 
the place where the ineers’ hut used to be. They had found a 
few fragments of shell, and some of the small cop fuses 
for firing the guns. It was in i to see the holes 
they made in the old battery. The successive layers were 
something like a -bit of geology, for the deposit of earth 
covering all was the upper crust; then came a stratum of 
sand bags. These requi some previous knowledge to enable one 
to recognise for what they were, the cloth had almost ceased 
to be cloth. The fascine and gabion formation could be much more 
easily traced ; but the twigs of which they were formed had become 
of the earth, earthy, and crumbled into particles, —— of 
the wood of old coffins which one has seen when the gravedigger is

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THE MORETON BAY 
FIG-TREE. 


The accompan: Illustration 
shows the curious forms assumed 
by the lower portion of the central 
stem of the Moreton Bay fig-tree 
(Ficus macrophylla), sometimes 
calledthe Australian banyan. The 
individual tree represented is one 
still growing on the banks of the 
Brisbane river, in Queensland. 
To give an idea of its gigantic 
size it may be stated that, if the 
immense buttresses here depicted 
were roofed in with shingle, they 
would afford cover for 400 persons. 
The size + each buttress ae be 
judged of by comparison with the 
height of the man standing beside 
one of them. The extent of its 
head may further be estimated 
from the size of the stem, while 
its branches, spreading far and 
wide, and sending down aerial 
roots, extend its shade over several 
acres of land. These aerial roots 
are first thrown out from the 
branches in the form of slender 
fibres, which gradually become 
elongated and grow thicker, till 
at length they reach the surface 
of the soil and form large and 
distinct trunks. These secondary 
trunks in their turn give out 
aerial roots, ani so the tree in- 
definitely extends or multiplies 
itself. 

“This affords an interesting 
demonstration,”’ says our cor- 
respondent, ‘“‘of the mode of 
growth of trees—that is, down- 
wards. It is a papular notion 
that the growth of a tree takes 
place upwards, by the transmis- 
sion of its sap from the roots. 
But this old theory has been set 
aside by Professor Alexander 
Harvey, of Aberdeen, who has 
proved, in his essay on ‘Trees 
and their Nature; or the Bud 
and its Attributes’ (published in 
1856), the identity of root and

THE GUARD-SHIP FOR 
MELBOURNE HARBOUR. 


It was lately arranged by her 
Majesty’s Government with Mr. 
Verdon, the special agent of the 
Provincial Government of Vic- 
toria, that a guard-ship for the 
defence of the harbour of Mel- 
bourne, in Hobson’s Bay, should 
be built here, at the cost of the 
Imperial Government, but to be 
maintained by the colony. The 
Cerberus, an iron-plated twin- 
screw turret-ship, with monitor 
deck and raised breastwork, hes 
eg | been built by 
Palmers’ Shipbuilding and Iron 
Company, at Jarrow-on-Tyne, 
from designs by the Chief Con- 
structor of the Navy, Mr. E. J. 
Reed, C.B. She is the first vessel 
of her particular class that has 
been completed. Her dimensions 
are as follow:—Length, 225 ft. ; 
breadth, 45ft.; depth in hold, 
16} ft. ; tonnage, 2108tons. The 
pe of this vessel are that 
er sides, from some feet below 
the water-line to the gunwale of 
the main or monitor deck, are 
covered with solid armour-plates, 
8in. thick, with teak backing and 
strong framework behind. The 
main-deck, covered with iron, will 
usually be about 2 ft. above the water-line; but in action the vessel 
may, by means especially provided, be immersed, so that her sides 
and main-deck shall be completely under water, and therefore 
secure from shot. In such a situation the only parts above water 
would be the armour-plated companions and the breastwork in 
which the turrets are fixed. This breastwork is constructed of iron, 
covered with teak and faced with armour-plates 9in. thick. It 
stands 8 ft. above the main-deck. There is a turret at each end of 
the breastwork ; and between the turrets are the principal entrances 
to below, and the chimney and armour-plated pilot-house. Above 
this breastwork is a deck which technically is called a “flying” 
deck, as it will be removed when the ship goes into action. Thi 
extraordinary vessel, under steam, has obtained a ed of nearly 
ten knots an hour. She is now at Chatham, to be there fitted for 
her outward voyage to Australia. 


The Prussian Association for the Relief of Wounded and Sick 
Soldiers in Time of War has offered a prize of £85 for the best essay 
upon the means of extending the operations of the society to mari- 
time combatants. The authors are to base their conclusions upon 
the experience of former wars, especially those of recent date. No 
restrictions are placed on the arrangement or extent of the essay, 
and the language employed may be German, French, or English. 
The prize will be awarded on Sept. 30, 1870. 


THE CERBERUS TURRET-SHIP, TO GUARD THE HARBOUR OF MELBOUANE. 
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MUSICAL PUBLICATIONS. 


Two publications of vast interest to all lovers of the pianoforte 
have recently made their appearance—an edition of the piano works 
of Beethoven, edited by Ernst Pauer; and the sonatas for that 
instrument by Mozart. It is well known to every amateur that 
Beethoven’s compositions for the piano form a large and most 
important part of his works. During the whole of his career his 
attention to the piano was unremitting, and the perusal of his 
music for that instrument may be taken as illustrative of his 
gradual progress as an artist from the period when his style was 
founded on that of Mozart till the time when he acquired a degree 
of originality unequalled and unprecedented. The task of a 
ducing a modern edition of this music has been undertaken by a 
musician of kindred talents and attainments ; for Herr Ernst Pauer 
is not only a consummate performer but is distinguished for his 
learning and skill in every branch of his art. This new edition (pub- 
lished by Messrs. Augener and Co.) consists of the sonatas, thirty- 
eight in number, for the pianoforte solo, which include the most pro- 
found, complicated, and difficult of Beethoven’s works, and demand 
a corresponding amount of editorial care and accuracy. We have 
bestowed the utmost pains upon their perusal, and we may venture to 
say that the text is absolutely immaculate—at least, it doesnot betray 
a single error, however minute, that we have been able to discover ; 
and we need not say that, in such music, faultless accuracy is the 
first of all requisites. In every other respect, too—clearness, 
elegance, and beauty of paper and printing—the edition is admirable. 
The other publication to which we desire to call the attention of 
our readers consists of the unaccompanied sonatas of Mozart. 
These are nineteen in number, and form a part of the serial work, 
“‘The Universal Pianoforte Library,’’ published by Messrs. 
Hammond and Co. They have been reprinted numberless times, 
and have been familiar to the world for half a century and more. 
But they are priceless gems ; they are of unfading freshness, and 
will live as long as the instrument for which they are written. 

Directions for Tuning and Regulating the Alexandre Harmonium, 
By R. A. Kemp. (Chappelland Co.) The rapid progress which 
the harmonium continues to make in the favour of the public in 
every country where music is highly cultivated has created a 
demand for this little treatise. Within a very few years of its in- 
vention the harmonium has attained a degree of perfection and a 
variety of powers equalling those of the most ancient and time- 
honoured instruments. The harmonium may be said to be a com- 
bination of the violin, the organ, and the pianoforte. All that can 
be done by means of these, the most perfect of instruments, which 
are the gradual growth of centuries, may be done by means of an 
instrument invented only yesterday, and capable of improvements 
of unlimited extent. In the present early stage of its progress, its 
construction as yet is in few hands; but these include persons of 
distinguished skill and enterprise, whose exertions in simplifying 
the mechanism of the instrument, and in extending its powers, are 
of almost daily occurrence. Among them it is scarcely necessary 
to mention the name of M. Alexandre, of Paris, the manu- 
facturer of the instrument which bears his name, and has gained 
in this country a degree of popularity unrivalled and still increasing. 
The treatise of Mr. Kemp is calculated to increase this popularity 
by directions for regulating the action of its mechanism, so that it 
may be constantly kept in good order and in a state of efficiency. 
His instructions are intended for the use of those who are unable 
to obtain professional assistance; and they are so plain, per- 
spicuous, and ingeniously illustrated by engravings that they will 
be found to accomplish their purpose. 

Miss Agnes Zimmermann is rising rapidly in reputation as an 
accomplished pianist ; but she has yet to be known, as she deserves 
to be, as a composer of no small merit. Three vocal pieces from 
her pen have just been published by Novello and Co. Their titles 
are The Exile, words by Hood; Love, I may not tarry here, words 
from the German; and OA, that we two were Maying ! words by the 
Rev. C. Kingsley. The melodies have beauty and expression, and 
their effect is heightened by a graceful and ingenious pianoforte 
accompaniment. 

Three vocal duets—The Angel, The Birdie, and The Wanderer's 
Night-Song—the words from the Russian of Bodenstedt, translated 
by Natalia Macfarren; the music by Anton Rubinstein (Novello 
and Co.) These charming duets, which are for female voices, are 
from the pen of the celebrated pianist whose name is so well 
known in this country in connection with the instrument of which 
he is so great a master. The public are indebted to Madame 
Macfarren for making them known to the English public by means 
of her spirited and elegant version of the words. 

A song, of which both the poetry and music are from the accom- 
lished pen of Miss Elizabeth Philp, has been published by Messrs. 
R. Mills and Sons. Its title is The Night is Wild; and we have 

the pleasure to announce ft as a completely successful effort of this 
deservedly-favourite composer. 

Juvenile Songs, set to music by T. Crampton (published by F. 
Pitman), is a very pleasant volume, admirably suited to the intel- 
ligence and the feelings of that youthful portion of the musical 
public for whose use it is specially destined. It consists of parodies 
of well-known nursery songs, so written as to be lively and amusing, 
while they furnish the little singers with moral reflections always 
wholesome and often calculated to be of important benefit to the 
childish mind. The words are united to familiar and popular tunes, 
which are frequently very pretty and generally selected and 
arranged with judgment and taste. 


We are enabled to announce that the English edition of Rossini's 
Messe Solennelle is now ready, and the demand for this marvel- 
lous work, created by its appearance at the very end of its author's 
long and splendid career, is at length supplied. In the preparation 
of this edition correctness as well as beatity has been consulted; 
and the work has been produced in a manner worthy of its singular 
excellence. We may add that there is not only an edition of the 
entire mass, but that arrangements of the most remarkable move- 
ments, by eminent composers, are also published separately, 


Hamlet, the five-act opera of M. Ambroise Thomas, which is now 
running its triumphant course at Covent Garden, has been published 
as it is performed at the Royal Italian Opera. The success of this 
opera will greatly heighten the reputation of its composer. M. 

homas has long enjoyed considerable popularity as a composer 
of the French school; but the public have not been prepared to 
expect from him a dramatic work of the highest order of merit.

The Government of the province of New Brunswick has had 
specially surveyed and selected for the purposes of settlement 
213,643 acres of excellent farming land, choice of which can be 
obtained by any male person of eighteen years of age and upwards, 
under the conditions of what is known as the Labour Act. This 
Act provides that 100 acres of land may be obtained for twenty 
dollars cash, the money so paid to be laid out in the construction of 
roads and bridges in the vicinity of the land so purchased; or the 
intending settler may pay for his lot by performing labour on the 
roads and bridges to the extent of ten dollars per year for three 

ears. He must take possession of his lot, and commence improving 
it, immediately on receiving permission to occupy the same, build a 
house of not less dimensions than 16 ft. by 20 ft., reside therein, 
clear and cultivate ten acres, for which a period of three years will 
be allowed, and, when these conditions are complied with, a grant 
under the Great Seal of the Province will be issued conveying the 
land to him and his heirs. A list of the places in which these 
specially-selected Crown lands are located has been deposited in the

NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


General Sir Augustus Spencer, the new Commander-in-Chief of 
the Bombay Presidency, has appointed Captain Stephenson, of the 
Scots Fusiliers, his military secretary. 

The Pall Mali Gazette is informed that some valuable alterations 
in the knapsack and accoutrements of the Army have been sane- 
tioned, and are being carried out. A waterproof valise, without 
frame and of light weight, is to supersede the present knapsack, 


A farewell banquet was given at Woolwich, on Wednesday week, 
by the officers of the garrison to General Sir Edward C. Warde, on 
the expiration of his command at Woolwich. Prince Arthur and 
about 120 officers were present. 


By direction of the War Office, considerable reductions have 
been made in the amount of powder stored at Upnor; and the 
remainder is in course of removal. It is intended in future to keep 
only small-arms ammunition, and perhaps saltpetre, at that place. 


The Adjutant-General has issued a general order granting a 
medal for services on the Punjaub frontier from 1849 to 1863. The 
medal is to be conferred on every surviving officer, non-com- 
missioned officer, and soldier who was present at any one of the 
various military operations. The medal with the ribbon will be the 
same as was granted for the second Burmese and the Persian cam- 
paigns, with a clasp for the operations alluded to, and a separate 
clasp for Umbeyla. 


The following notice has been issued from the War Office :— 
‘‘ Any volunteers who wish to obtain special privileges in passing 
through France to attend the Tir National in Switzerland must 
forward, without delay, to this office, through their respective 
commanding officers, a statement containing—l. Name and rank. 
2. Port at which they propose to land. 3. Date at which they pro- 
pose to enter France. 4. Whether oF propose to make any stay 
at Paris or elsewhere in France. 5. By what frontier town they 
propose to quit France.—E. W. C. Wricut, Colonel.” 


The Council of Military Education, in their report recently 
issued, state:—‘‘ Prince Arthur remained three terms at the 
academy, and devoted his attention principally to artillery, fortifi- 
cation, and surveying. In these subjects he d a searching 
vivd voce examination by the professors, in June, 1868, in the 
presence of Major-General Sir F. Abbott, a member of the council, 
who expressed himself in the following terms, in his report :—‘* The 
examination being vivd voce was much more extensive and searching 
than it could otherwise have been made within reasonable limits of 
time; yet the answers given were, with few exceptions, prompt and 
accurate ; showing that, during an unusually brief course, his Royal 
Highness had devoted great attention to the instruction given by 
the able and zealous professors of the academy, and proving himself 
to be well qualified for a commission in either of the scientific corps 
of her Majesty’s Army.’ ’”’ 


A Royal warrant has been issued authorising prizes to be given 
in the Army for good swordmanship and lance practice under cer- 
tain regulations which are to be laid down by the Field Marshal 
Commanding-in-Chief from time to time. The first prize is to be 
given to the best swordsman of each regiment in which all the 
squadrons shall have competed with an average of at least forty 
men, a squadron in the household cavalry, or sixty men in other 
regiments, and will consist of £5 and a badge of cross swords and 
crown worked in gold, to be worn on the left arm. The second 
prize is to be awarded to the best swordsman in each squadron, and 
will consist of £3 and a badge of cross swords worked in gold. The 
third prize will be given to swordsmen in each squadron, in the pro- 
portion of one prize for every twenty men competing, in addition 
to the holders of the first and second prizes, and will consist of 
£1 10s. and a badge of cross swords worked in worsted. No two 
of the above prizes will be held by the same soldier. Similar prizes 
will be given for good lance practice in lancer regiments, 

THE VOLUNTEERS,

a large body of spectators, by Colonel Wright. The muster was 
good, and the various evolutions were carried out to the satisfaction 
of the inspector, who promised to report favourably. 


Colonel Ewart, R.E., inspected the lst Middlesex Engineer 
Volunteers, last Saturday, on the Exhibition-ground at South 
Kensington. This corps has usually had two inspections, one in 
battalion drill and the other in engineering. This year they were 
combined into one. There were about 400°of all ranks present, 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel M‘Leod of M‘Leod, sup- 
ported by Majors Ransome and Purie. Colonel Ewart brought the 
inspection to a close by an address, in which he expressed his satis- 
faction with what he had seen, and his intention of making a 
favourable report to the War Office. 


The annual rifle competition for the representation of England 
at the forthcoming international rifle contests at Wimbledon was 
finished on Thursday week, at Altcar. The eight gentlemen who 
were successful, and who will represent England at the inter- 
national contest, were :—Captain Fenton, Captain Turner, Captain 
Radcliffe, Mr. 'T. Baker, Mr. W. Wyatt, Mr. G. Miller, Mr. T. H.

LAW AND POLICE. 

Mr. Thomas M‘Laren, Edinburgh, has been appointed a Master 
Extraordinary in Chancery in Scotland. 

Mr. Baron Martin, on Monday, at the Judges’ chambers, made 
an order in the Hull election petition that thé £1000 deposit for 
costs be withdrawn without prejudice to any claim by the sitting 
members for costs. The petition was withdrawn. 


After having occupied the attention of the House of Lords for 
twenty-five days, the arguments urged by Miss Shedden and her 
father were brought to a close on Monday. The decision of which 
they complain was given, in the Court of Probate and Divorce, 
several years ago, by the late Sir C. Cresswell and Sir W. Wightman 
(both of whom died in 1863) and Sir E. V. Williams, who retired 
from the Bench in 1865. The Court below decided that the elder 

titioner, Miss Shedden’s father, was not a natural-born subject of 
er Majesty ; and against that judgment the present appeal was 
brought. The House of Lords has reserved its decision. 

The trial of the Overend and Gurney case has been postponed 
until December. It was felt that the case, if commenced at once, 
could not be concluded this week, and that great inconvenience 
would be caused by the necessary postponement of the further 
kearing. The Attorney-General, therefore, at the opening of the 
nisi prius sittings at Guildhall, on Tuesday, applied, on behalf of 
the prosecution, for leave to have the trial postponed until the time 
above named. The opposing counsel only consented to back the 
application on an assurance being given that the case would be con- 
ducted according to the rules of the court—in other words, that 
counsel would be employed by the prosecution. 


The Master of the Rolls gave judgment, on Tuesday, in the 
case of *‘ Lord Brougham v. Cauvin.’’ The Chief Clerk had found 
that Dr. Cauvin was entitled to £330 as remuneration for preparing 
part of the autobiography which the late Lord Brougham had 
intended to publish. The question for the Court to decide was, 
whether the present Lord Brougham or Dr. Cauvin should pay the 
costs of the suit instituted by the former to set aside the finding. 
Lord Romilly held that Dr. Cauvin’s offer of reference to Mr. John 
Forster or Mr. Theodore Martin ought to have been accepted, and 
that all costs subsequently incurred by Dr. Cauvin should be paid 
by Lord Brougham. . 


In the Court of Exchequer, on Tuesday, Messrs. Linklater, 
Hackwood, and Co., a well-known firm of solicitors in the City, 
were sued by a shipowner named Sweet, who claimed damages for 
the alleged negligence and unskilfulness with which the defendants 
had managed an action in which he was plaintiff. One consequence 
of the alleged negligence was that Mr. Sweet had been arrested 
under an execution for debt, and imprisoned for a term of ten days. 
The jury gave the plaintiff £355 l4s., but leave was given to move 
the Court above against the verdict. 

The action brought against Sir Edward Watkin and another of 
the directors of the Humber Ironworks Company terminated on 
Tuesday. The plaintiff, a Huddersfield solicitor, sought to recover 
compensation for l-sses he had sustained through purchasing shares 
in the company on the strength of false representations which, he 
alleged, had been put forward by the directors. In the course of 
Sir Edward Watkin’s cross-examination the jury expressed a 
unanimous opinion that the plaintiff had not proved his case; and, 
the Chief Justice having expressed his concurrence in this view, the 
plaintiff was nonsuited. 

The Directors of the Joint-Stock Discount Company were, on 
Monday, ordered by Vice-Chancellor James to refund to the share- 
holders £30,000 which had been paid out of the company's funds in 
respect of 3500 shares which, without the authority of the share- 
holders, had been purchased in Barned’s Banking Company. 


An act of courage on the part of a young woman was mentioned 
at the Middlesex Sessions on Tuesday. A ruffian was assaulting a 
police constable, and had almost suffocated him, when the youug 
woman, who happened to be passing, came to the policeman’s rescue, 
and released his throat from the grasp of his assailant. She was 
warmly complimented by the Assistant Judge, who ordered her a 
small pecuniary reward. 


George Edward Dickson, a bank clerk, has been examine on 
remand, at the Mansion House, on the charge of having embezzled 
upwards of £500 belonging to Messrs. Smith, Payne, and Smith, 
and committed to trial. 


Five boys who live by thieving were charged with robberies last 
Saturday—two at Clerkenwell Police Court and three at the 
Mansion House. One of those charged at Clerkenwell was captain 
of a gang of young thieves, and was known among his companions 
by the nickname of ‘* The Needle.”’ 

Charles Walters, a butcher and sausage-maker, of 4, Little 
Andrew-street, Seven Dials, was summoned at Marlborough-street, 
on Monday, for having meat on his premises for sale unfit for 
human food. Dr. Ross, medical officer of health for St. Giles’s, 
had examined the meat, and said any person eating sausages made 
of it would be liable to be attacked by vomiting and diarrhcea. 
Mr. D’Eyncourt said there was a previous conviction against the 
defendant, and the only question in his mind was whether he should 
fine the defendant the full penalty or commit him. He would, 
however, fine him £20, and he hoped, if he was brought again to 
that court, the magistrate would not inflict any fine. 


The inquest on the body of Camphell, who was shot whilst 
leading an attack upon the house of Mr. Gray, a gentleman resi- 
dent near Cork, was resumed on Tuursday week. The evidence of 
Mrs, Gray showed that Campbell entered the house pistol in hand 
and demanded arms. Shots were interchanged between her 
husband and his assailant, and in the end Campbell was mortally 
wounded. A verdict of justifiable homicide was returned, and both 
the Coroner and jury testified to the courage and the presence of 
mind which Mrs. Gray exhibited in furnishing her invalid husband 
with a revolver when the robbers entered the house, 


The Science and Art Department of the Committee of Council 
on Education, South Kensington, has issued the rules for awarding 
the Whitworth Scholarships this year, and for holding the examina- 
tions in handicrafts and in the practical use of tools. Travelling 
expenses and a personal allowance of ten shillings a day will be 
allowed to poor students to enable them to attend. 


A despatch from Lord Granville, recently received by the 
Canadian Government, states that if that Government wishes to 
construct fortifications, the home authorities will guarantee the 
necessary loans; but the duty of fortifying is no longer insisted on. 
The Canadians are further told that all the Imperial troops not 
needed for the military stations on the peace establishment will be 
withdrawn, and that if vessel of war are required on the lakes the 
colonists must pay for them. The Zoronto Globe approves of this 
change of policy, and says the people of Canada never shared in 
the dread of American invasion which prevailed a year or two since 
in this country, and never felt the need either for fortifications ora 
large army. 

The Lucknow Times of June 2 has the following account of an 
encounter with a tiger :—‘‘ Captain Thackwell, of the 5th Lancers, 
met with a very sad encounter with a wounded tiger while out 
shooting at Bulrampore. A short time ago Captain Chaffey, of 
the same go accompanied Captain Thackwell out tiger- 
hunting, and, having met with no success for some days, they 
were rather disheartened ; but they were not long kept so, when 
they got information of the vicinity of a tiger, and in their eager- 
ness to get a shot at it, they dismounted from their elephant to 
seek the monster on foot. They discovered the brute in some thick 
jungle, when — Thackwell managed to put two bullets into 

im; but this did not prove sufficient for him; and, becoming 
maddened with the wounds he received, he sprang on the pair, and 
succeeded in fastening himself on Captain Thackwell, injuring him 
in his shoulder and thigh very severely. Captain Chaffey in this 
emergency behaved very pluckily. Going up to the tiger he shot 
him dead, though not without greatly risking the life of his unfor- 
tunate friend, who lay helpless in the clutches of the furious beast. 
We hear that Captain Thackwell is being conveyed into Lucknow.” 
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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS, 
SIR H. BOYNTON, BART, 

i tenth Baronet, of Barmston, in the county of 
Oty Remy York, who died on the 25th ult., at his 
seat, Burton-Agnes, Bridlington, in the 
county of York, was the eldest son of Sir 
Henry Boynton, the ninth Baronet, by 
his wife, Mary, daughter of Captain 
Gray, and niece of Captain William 
Watson, R.N., of Dover. He was born 
March 2, 1811, and succeeded his father 
as tenth Baronet, Aug. 28, 1854. He 
married first, Nov. 2, 1833, Louisa, 
second daughter of Walter Strickland, 
Esq., of Cokethorp Park, Oxfordshire ; 
4 secondly, Feb. 7, 1843, Harriet, 
second daughter of Thomas Lightfoot, 
Esq., of Sevenoaks, Kent, by whom he 
had one son, and a daughter, Catherine 
Maude, wife of Captain William 
Mussenden, 8th Hussars. Sir Henry is 
succeeded by his only son, now Sir 
Henry Somerville Boynton, the eleventh 
Baronet, who was born June 23, 1844. 
This family springs from Bartholomew de Poynton, who, 
it is stated, was lord of the manor of Boynton in 1907. His 
descendant, Sir Matthew Boynton, Knight, of Barmston and 
Boynton, was created a Baronet May 25, 1618. Sir Matthew 
sat in Parliament in the reign of Charles I., and sided with the 
Roundheads during the civil war. He married, first, Frances, 
daughter of Sir Henry Griffith, Knight, of Burton Agnes, in York- 
shire, sole heiress of her brother, Sir Henry Griffith Bart., and had 
several children. The two daughters of his second son, Matthew, 
were Katherine, wife of Richard Talbot, Earl of Tyrconnel; and 
Isabella, wife of Wentworth Dillon, fourth Earl of Roscommon, 
the celebrated poet. Sir Matthew Boynton, the first Baronet, 
was direct ancestor of the Baronet just deceased. 


SIR W. A’ BECKETT. 
Sir William a Beckett, late Chief Justice of the colony of Victoria, 
who died at Church-road, Upper Norwood, on the 27th ult., was 
the descendant of an ancient Wiltshire family, and was the eldest 
son of Gilbert 4 Beckett, Esq., and brother of the late Gilbert 
Abbott 4 Beckett, Esq., the clever and well-known writer. He was 
born in 1806, 1nd was educated at Westminster School. He was 
called to the Bar by the Hon. Society of Lincoln's Inn, in 1829, and 
was appointed successively Solicitor-General of New South Wales, 
Attorney-General there, Resident Judge at Port Philip, and Chief 
Justice of Victoria, when that colony received a separate organisa- 
tion in 1852. He resigned in 1857. He was knighted by patent on 
becoming Chief Justice. Sir William was author of *‘ Universal 
Biography,’’ and of a considerable portion of ‘*‘ The Georgian Era,”’ 
His first wife died in 1841; and he married, secondly, at Melbourne, 
in 1849, Matilda, daughter of E. Hayley, Esq. 


SIR W. BOWLES, K.C.B. 

Sir William Bowles, K.C.B., Admiral of the Fleet, who died, on 
the 2nd inst., at his house, 14, Hill-street, Berkeley-square, was 
the eldest son of William Bowles, Esq., of Heale House, Wiltshire, 
by his wife, Dinah, third daughter of Admiral Sir Thomas 
Frankland, Bart., and was brother of General Sir George Bowles, 
K.C.B. He was born in 1780, and entered the Royal Navy in 
September, 1796; and, after being variously employed in North 
America, was appointed, in March, 1807, to the command of the 
Zebra bomb, in which he accompanied Lord Gambier to Copenhagen, 
where he rendered much useful service. He was Captain of the 
Medusa, and acted on shore most ably, as second in command, with 
the Naval Brigade, on the north coast of Spain, in 1810. In 1813 
and 1816 he was employed in protecting our trade in the Rio de la 
Plata. He was successively Comptroller-General of the Coast- 
guard, aide-de-camp to William IV., and one of the Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty. He was M.P. for Launceston from 
1844 to 1852. The last appointment Sir William held was that of 
Commander-in-Chief at Portsmouth. The Admiral was an ardent 
patron of the Royal Naval School at New-cross. He was also one 
of the best friends of the National Life-Boat Institution, having 
been one of its founders nearly fifty years ago, and having, through the 
rest of his life, acted zealously and liberally initssupport. Sir William's 
brother, Sir George Bowles, presented to the institution the cost of 
two life-boats. Sir William was a man of great intelligence and 
amiability, and was much beloved by his relatives and friends. He 
became a Captain in 1807, a Rear-Admiral in 1841, a Vice-Admiral in 
1852, an Admiral in 1857, and Admiral of the Fleet, Jan. 15 last. He 
was for some years Vice-Admiral of the United Kingdom, and was 
created a C.B. in 1839 and a K.C.B. in 1862. Sir William married, 
Aug. 9, 1820, the Hon. Frances Temple, sister of Henry John, 
third and last Viscount Palmerston, which lady died in 1838. Sir 
William was one of the executors of his distinguished brother-in- 
law, Viscount Palmerston. 


LIEUTENANT-GENERAL A. GORE, 
Lieutenant-General Arthur Gore, who died, at Redhill, near 
Worcester, on the 23rd ult., was the son of the Hon. Richard Gore, 
and grandson of Sir Arthur Gore, first Earl of Arran. He was 
born in 1784 ; and entered the British Army as Ensign in 1804 ; and 
was made a Captain in 1808. He served in the campaign of 1815 
with the 30th Regiment, and was slightly wounded at Waterloo. 
After passing through the previous grades, Gore became a Lieu- 
tenant-General in 1862. 

DR. TODD. 


The Rev. James Henthorn Todd, D.D., Senior Fellow of Trinity 
College, Dublin, Professor of Hebrew in that University, and Pre- 
centor of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, whose death has just 
occurred, at Silveracre, Rathfarnham, Dublin, was the son of C. H. 
Todd, — a distinguished surgeon of Dublin. He was born in 
1805. After taking the usual degrees at Trinity College, Dublin, 
he became a Fellow of that body in 1831, and was elected a Senior 
Fellow in 1850. He was formerly president of the Royal Irish 
Academy for the usual term of five years. Endowed with great 
and versatile talents, Dr. Todd achieved distinction in almost every 
department. He was a profound Hebraist, a deeply-read divinity 
student; and in his know of the Irish language, history, and 
archeology few equalled, none surpassed him. Dr. Todd was the 
author o' acy A uable works, and edited many ancient historical 
manuscripts ; but the library uctions by which his name will be 
transmitted to potaty are his “ Life of St. Patrick’’ and “ Dis- 
courses on the Prophecies Relating to Antichrist.’’

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


The will of the Right Hon. Frances, Dowager Countess of 
Albemarle, of South Audley- was administered to in her 
Majesty’s Court of Probate in London, on the 30th ult., and the 
ity sworn under £30,000. Her Ladyship was twice married— 
in 1816, to Augustus Frederick Ke fifth Earl of Albemarle, 
who died without issue in 1851, secondly, in 1861 (as third wife), to 
Lieutenant Colonel the Hon. Peregrine Cust, son of the first Baron 
Brownlow, and brother of John, Earl Brownlow. Her Ladyship 
died, at Lyons, on May 16 last, having executed her will July 14, 
1863, with two codicils—the last dated Jan. 13, 1867. The 
executors and trustees appointed are her husband, the Hon. 
Peregrine Cust; and her brother, George John Steer, Esq. 
Her Ladyship was the daughter of Charles Steer, Esq., of 
Chichester, and possessed a power of appointment, under the 
will of her late uncle, William Steer, over a sum of £20,000 
and other property, and in execution thereof appoints to her 
husband a sum of £5000, and also leaves him the interest arising 
from the remaining sum and from the other property for his 
life; and upon his decease the same is to be divided amongst 
several of her relatives who are described in her will. The residue 
of her property, on the decease of her husband, she bequeaths to her 
said brother, George John Steer, Esq., absolutely. 

The will of Peter Maze, Esq., of Portland-place, was proved 
under £350,000 personalty. It bears date Nov. 19, 1853, with two 
codicils, 1855 and 1863. The executors appointed are his nephew, 
the Rev. Maze William Gregory, M.A.; Philip William Skynne 
Miles, Esq., and Arthur John Knapp, Esq., solicitor, both of 
Bristol. ‘The testator died May 14 last, aged sixty-three. He 
bequeaths to his wife an immediate legacy of £1000, and an annuity 
of £400; to his sister, Emma Gordon, a legacy of £200 and an an- 
nuity of £200; and he has left legacies to his nephews, nieces, 
cousins, and others. He leaves a sum of £50,000 for the younger 
children of his daughter and only child, Charlotte Emma Blackburn 
Maze (the testator requiring the surname of Maze to be used by 
the successor to his estates, and the family arms quartered with 
his). His real estates he has settled upon his daughter and her 
issue. To his son-in-law, William Ireland Blackburne Maze, he 
leaves, as a token of esteem and affection, a legacy of £450; the 
residue of his real and personal estate to be applied in augmenta- 
tion of his freeholds. By his will he has left a contingent interest 
in £35,000 to several charitable institutions, and by his last codicil 
he has made absolute the following bequests to charitable institu- 
tions—viz., Bristol Infirmary, £1000; General Hospital at Bristol, 
£100; Bristol Penitentiary, £500; Bristol Protestant Asso- 
ciation, £250; London Female Aid Society, £250. These institu- 
tions, together with the Seamen’s Hospital at Bristol, are included 
in the contingent bequest. All legacies are to be paid free of duty, 

The will of Miss Jane Morris, late of 7, Connaught-place, Hyde 
Park, was proved in London under £140,000. The executors 
appointed are Henry Riicker, Esq., of Wandsworth, and James 

orris, Esq., her brother. ‘To each she leaves a legacy of £500. 
The will is dated July 17, 1866, and testatrix died April 6 last, aged 
seventy. She has made many very liberal bequests, She bequeaths 
to each of the following persons a legacy of £10,000—namely, her 
brother James Morris, her cousins Sophia Romilly, Frank Marcet, 
Madelina Saunders, and Adelaide Riicker, and a like bequest to 
Miss Caldwell ; and has left legacies of £1000 to each of the children 
of her said cousins F. Marcet, M. Saunders, and A. Riicker; and 
there are many other like bequests. She has left liberal legacies to 
her servants: to James Davis, a blind man at Bath, she leaves 6s. a 
week for his life. She appoints her brother James Morris residuary 
legatee. There are the following charitable bequests :—To the

WEEKLY RETURN OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 
The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, July 3:— 

In London the births of 2019 children (1046 boys and 963 girls) 
were registered in the week. Inthe corresponding weeks of ten 

ears (1859-68) the average number, corrected for increase of popu- 
tion, is 2135. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1231. It 
was the twenty-sixth week of the year, and the average number of 
deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of - 
lation, 1327. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 305, the 
corrected average number being 357. Four deaths from smallpox, 
22 from measles, 75 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 90 from 
whooping-cough, 12 from typhus fever, 14 from enteric fever, 14 
from — continued fever, and 20 from diarrhcea were registered. 
The deaths from scarlet fever exhibit an increase on the numbers 
returned in many previous weeks. 174 deaths occurred from 
phthisis, 25 from bronchitis, and 61 from pneumonia. The deaths 
of 6 from alcoholism, of 5 persons from drowning, of 3 
infants and 1 adult from suffocation, and of 8 persons who com- 
mitted suicide, were recorded. A gentlewoman died on June 30, 
at Pembridge-place, Kensington, at the age (as stated) of 100 years.

In week 4406 births and 2758 deaths were registered in 
London and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom.
